The Dead 


A Memorial Meeting 
to commemorate the 
death of European and 
Chinese employees of the 
Taikoo Dockyard who 
died during the attack 
on Hong Kong in Decem- 
ber 1941 and subsequent- 
ly, was held at 5 o'clock 
yesterday evening. 

The ceremony, which was 
conducted according to Chinese 
rites, complete with monks and 
nuns, was held in a large 
mutsked which had been erected 
for the occasion on a vacant 
piece of ground by the side of 
the Tuikoo Dockyard'n, Enst 
Gute. 

On an altar at the front of 
the building there was a Scroll 
of. Honour on which appeared 
the names of the following 
European employees of the 
Company who had died:—

Altars for hundreds of de- 
censcd Chinese employees were 
placed in matshed structures 
which had been built rounc 
three sides of the main build- 
ing. Offerings were made to 
the departed in the traditional 
Chinese style, after which the 
gathering bowed three times and 
observed a three minute silence. 

Mr. Finnie’s Address 

Mr. J. Finnie, Chief Manager 
of the Tajkoo Dockyard, then 
addressed the gathering as 
follows: 

“Tonight we commemorate 
the death of a very large num- 
ber of those who worked with 
ug in Talkoo Dockyard in the 
years before the Pacific War. 

“During the attack on Hong 
Kong in December 1941 many 
of the Chinese Staff and work- 
men were killed and 12 members 
of our comparatively small 
British Staff lost their lives in 
the defence of Hong Kong. 
About 300 workmen were killed 
in the Allied air raids on the 
Dockyard and many more died 
of injuries; a greater number 
of men, women, and children 
dicd of malnutrition and star- 
vation as a direct result of the 
war. We remember . them all 
tonight. . 

“In the few minutes that are 
given to me’I want to remind 
you that men and women of the 
Allicd Nations fought this war 
not for personal gain. or 
national glory but, in the hopt 
that they might make this 
world n better place to live in 
and in the hope that everyone 
would be given the opportunity 
of living happily and with 
greater security. The beat way 
Wo can commemorate those who 
lost thelr lives in this war is 
for each one of us to do what 
we can to further their high 
idcals. 

“In this world today, many 
people spend their timo trying

own-—the thing to remember is 
that our work lies here, Hero 
we have an excellent spportunity 
of serving China and of sorving 
the world by repairing and 
‘bullding . sound ships which will 
carry safcly across tho seas 
much needed food and matorials.

RESCUE AT SEA 
OFF HONG KONG

HMHS Toairea ‘was en route for 
Hong Kong from Kure whtn the 
PT. boat was seen 150 miles west 
of the southern tip of. Formosa. 
The Officer of the Watch, Chief 
OMecer G, R. ‘Mudford, of High- 
gate Hill, London, sald: “AS soon 
as I spotted it, I recognised it as 
a torpedo boat. I spent 40 min- 
utes keeping un eye on her until 
she came abenm four miles away 
then I gnw_ the distress signal. 
They were 150 miles from land 
and that's why I kept a real eye 
on her..sccing a little boat miles 
{rom anywhere. They were ex- 
ceptionally lucky to get picked 
up; our normal route would have 
been through the Formosa Chan- 
nel but because of the typhoon we 
took the avoiding route . round 
Formosa.” 


“Very Fed Up” 

The ship's Navigating OMccr, 
F. G. Hill, of Streatham, London, 
pointed out that the P.T. Boat 
had drifted about 150 miles from 
the Manila-Hong Kong route. “It 
was difftcult for our Skipper 
(Captain W, H. Creese, Merchant 
Navy, of Tunbridge Wells) to 
bring this 9,000 tons vessel along~ 
side an 80 foot Taunch in such 
weather, The survivors’ looked 
fairly fit in the circumstances — 
but very fed up—and were cer-, 
tainly glid to cmb on board 
Talrea. 

“They told us that they had 
started out with a four days sup- 
ply of food, expecting the voyage 
to take three days. When we 
picked them up. they had been at 
sea for nearly a fortnight.” 

HMHS ‘Tairca took the P.T. 
boat in tow but the heavy seas 
finally parted the rope and the 
launch was abandoned about 100 
miles from Hong Kong.- American 
units are searching for all three 
missing vessels. 

HMHS Tairea had taken sick

Customs Pass 
Shooting Sequel 


Evidence that he had been shot 
in the back after having grappled

Smith radd that on the nicht 
ef June 21 he drove out te Cus- 
toms Pass in the New Territories 
with Miss Irene Virginia Lover, 
He had parked his car at the top 
of Pemple Hill to tuke thne out 
for a cigarette when he tticed 
two men passing. He did nut pay 
much attention to them until he 
heard a voice behind him saying 
“Come on!” and turned to sce a 
a8 revolver levelled at him. 

“It was themccused,” Mr. Smit. 
said. “His revolver, hand was 
trembling. 1 raised my hands 
and wilked slowly toward him. 
When within arm’s reach, I sud- 
denly grasped his revolver hand 
at the wrist and turned it awny. 
I pushed him backward and down- 
ward with my right elbow and 
was bendine his arms backwards 
acrasy my knees when I heard 
Miss Lopes shout ‘Behind you!”

The publle Is reminded of its 
oblizntions under the aboyc 
Ordintnce. For the benofit of 
the general public, shipping 
companies, alr lines, travel 
agencies, ete, specint attention 
is drawn to the.followlng points. 


The Prevention of the 
Introduction of Infectious 
‘ . Diseasea. 


(1) Entry permits are re- 
quired for all animals landed in 
the Colony. Sueh permits may 
he issued by the  Colontal 
Veterinary Surgeon to whom 
applications should be made nt 
Post Office Building, Top Floor, | 
before noon. At the time of 
appliertion particulars of tha 
number, breed and description 
of the animals to” be imported, 
must be furnished, z 


(2) Animals and birds enter- 
ing the Colon? may be required 
to undergo quarantine and by- 
Inws 12 and 14 are quoted for 
special attention :— 


By-law No. 12. Any animal 
or bird which has been conveyed 
in the same vessel or train, or 
has otherwise been in contact 
with any diseased anfmal or 
bird, or which, in the opinion 
of the Colonial. Veterinary Sur- 
geon, may be likely to sprend 
infection, may be detaincd by 
the Colonial Veterinary Surgeon 
in quarantine for such period 
aa he may, in the cireumstances 
of the cane, think proper. 


By-law No, 14. Tho -follow- 
ing’ may be required before the 
Colonial Veterinary | Surgeon 
shall relense animals from 
segreyation:— . 


a. A certificate to the satis- 
faction of the Colonial 
Veterinary, Surgeon, sign- 
ed by a duly qualified 
veterinary surgeon re- 
voygnised by the — local 
authority of the country 
ef origin of the animals.

Speeial attention is drawn to
